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XIV.— WAGES. 
No. 39—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court tookeffect on the lst July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. 0d. 
for males and £2 5s. 1ld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the lst J uly, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 1s, 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition.

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the months of January, February and March, 1941. 


January.—The weather in Western Australia in January was below normal in all parts of 
the State, except as regards small isolated areas in the vicinity of Ajana and Jarramongup. 


Rainless conditions prevailed almost generally in the Gascoyne and in the eastern sub-tropics 
from the trans-Australian railway northwards, and the rainless area extended also over a large 
portion of the agricultural districts, and along parts of the south-west coast as far southwards 
as Bunbury. The more south-western portions of the Fortescue Division also experienced a 
rainless period. 


In the south-western quarter of the State, the average rainfall totals for the month were less 
than 10 points, except on the South Coast (16 points), and in the South Central Division (11 points). 
The monthly totals on the Central Coast averaged only | point, and Perth’s January total of only 
7 points followed upon the driest year ever experienced in the metropolitan area. 


At individual stations in the southern half of the State the principal totals were 109 points 
at Ajana and 69 points at Denmark. In the tropics, the best rains occurred at Broome (565 
points), Derby (505 points), Wyndham (495 points) and Hall’s Creek (287 points). 


The failure of a large portion of the normal rainfall in the southern half of the State does 
not represent a substantial shortage at this time of the year, but, in the tropical divisions, where 
heavy rains are usual in January, the deficits are considerable, the average amount of the short- 
age this month being 248 points in the North Kimberley Division, 388 points in the Kast Kim- 
berley, 262 points in the West Kimberley, 202 points in the De Grey and 116 points in the For- 
tescue Division. 


Temperatures in January were mostly above normal in the northern tropics, but varied con- 
siderably elsewhere. In the West Gascoyne Division, for example, Carnarvon only five times 
recorded temperatures exceeding the ‘ eighties,” whereas at Gascoyne Junction 100 degrees 
were reached or exceeded on all but three days of the month. 


Temperatures of 100 or more degrees have now been experienced at Marble Bar on every 
day since and including 15th October last, and, at Winning Pool similar registrations were recorded 
on every day in January. 


At Marble Bar, the daily maximum temperatures reached 110 degrees on 6th January, and, 
except on two days, thereafter exceeded 100 degrees until 24th January, when the registration 
was 108 degrees. 


The highest individual temperatures for the month were 117 degrees at Port Hedland on 
18th January, and 115 degrees at Marble Bar on 12th January. 


South from the Tropic the highest temperatures were 111 degrees at Southern Cross on 28th 
January and at Laverton on 30th January. 


In Perth, temperatures ranged from the early morning registration of 55-4 degrees on 14th 
January to the afternoon maximum of 103 degrees on 26th January. 


The South Coast experienced its usual pleasant summer temperatures and, at Albany, max- 
imum registrations were sometimes below 70 degrees, but 93 degrees were registered at Albany 
on 27th January when heat-wave conditions penetrated almost to the South Coast, and 103 degrees 
were registered as far south as Mt. Barker. 


The month’s isobaric charts show that the weather types which operated over Western Aus- 
tralia during January included an unusually high proportion of anticyclones which for long periods 
maintained fairly high barometric pressure over the southern half of the State, and restricted 
the southward penetration of the seasonal rainstorms from the north. 


Occasionally, however, these depressions expanded over a large portion of the southern dis- 
tricts, but they lacked intensity, and failed to induce any strong flow of moisture-laden maritime 
air from the vicinity of the northern tropical coast to the southern tropical divisions and the sub- 


tropics.

February.—Despite a considerable increase in the activity of tropical depressions, particularly 
in the last week of the month, the rainfall in Western Australia in February was again below 
normal over the greater portion of the State. 

The irregular distribution of rainfall in disturbances in which thunder-showers developed 
resulted in more than the normal February rains being received in limited areas in the northern 
agricultural districts, in portions of the De Grey, Fortescue, and East Gascoyne Divisions, and 
at isolated places elsewhere, but each division as a whole registered a shortage and these deficits 
ranged from 10 per cent. in the North Central Division to 88 per cent. in the West Gascoyne. 


These departures from the normal do not represent substantial amounts in the southern half 
of the State as the February rainfall south from the Tropic is normally light, but the deficits in 
the northern tropics represent a shortage of 390 points in the North Kimberley, 489 points in 
the East Kimberley, 333 points in the West Kimberley and 179 points in the De Grey. More 
than two inches of rain were, however, received near Wyndham and in the Fitzroy River Valley 
from Derby to Fitzroy Crossing and the rains in the Fortescue amounted to 81 per cent. of the 
normal. Further south a favoured region extended from Nullagine (198 points) through Ethel 
Creek (330 points) to Peak Hill (203 points), but only about 100 points fell at Mundiwindi-and 
Three Rivers in the centre of this area of higher rainfall. 


South from the Tropic the month’s rainfall exceeded one inch in a small area which included 
Kununoppin, Gabbin and Bencubbin and in a slightly larger area extending from Dongarra to 
Three Springs. Elsewhere in the southern divisions the only rains of more than one inch occurred 
in isolated patches near Wubin, Ballidu, Mt. Sir Samuel and Esperance. The highest individual 
totals south from the Tropic were 203 points at Peak Hill, 199 points at Ballidu and 180 points 
at Dongarra. 


In Perth only 7 points were recorded and the total rainfall recorded in the city this year thus 
totals only 12 points. 


Except in the vicinity of Dongarra the month’s rainfall was remarkably light along the sea- 
board from Bunbury to Onslow, and rainless conditions prevailed in the western portion of the 
West Gascoyne Division and at Yuna, Chapman and Ajana in the North Coastal wheatbelt. 


The rains were derived almost entirely from tropical depressions which extended southwards 
along the west coast and thundery conditions were a feature of the disturbances. A severe electric 
storm with minor damage occurred in the metropolitan area on 26th February and storm dam- 
age occurred at Coolgardie on 27th February. 


Temperatures were on most days considerably above normal in the Kimberley and De Grey 
Divisions and in the inland parts of the Gascoyne, but Carnarvon experienced a relatively cool 
month with maximum registrations rarely exceeding 85 degrees. At Marble Bar the record un- 
broken sequence of 135 days with temperatures of 100 or more degrees ended on 27th February, 
but from the 5th to the 19th February 110 degrees was reached or exceeded on all but one day, 
and the registrations included 117 degrees on 12th and 13th February and 116 degrees on 9th 
February. At other stations in the North the highest readings were 115 degrees and 114 degrees 
at Winning Pool on 6th and 7th February respectively and 112 degrees at Onslow on 11th Feb- 
ruary. 

South from the Tropic warm periods and cool changes kept average temperatures about nor- 
mal in the southern districts, but the heat-waves at times penetrated unusually far south, and 
104 degrees was recorded at Bridgetown on 12th February. The higher readings in the southern 
half of the State included registrations of 112 degrees at Wiluna, 111 degrees at Laverton and 
109 degrees at Northam and 107 degrees at Donnybrook. 
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In Perth the extreme temperature registrations were 100-2 degrees on 4th and 53-7 degrees 
on 28th. The mean maximum temperature in the city (86-7 degrees) was 1-7 degrees above 
normal, and the mean minimum temperature (63-8 degrees) was 0-4 degrees above normal.

March.—The rainfall reported during March was above average over most of the tropics and 
in the South Coastal district, but the greater portion of the State received only a fraction of its 
normal expectation. 


The De Grey Division, assisted by the willy-willy early in the month, received nearly twice 
its normal fall, and the East Kimberley Division exceeded its normal by half. South of the tropic 
the West Gascoyne and North Coastal agricultural received only about 12 per cent. of the normal 
rain, the North-Eastern 9 per cent., the East Gascoyne 19 per cent., the Central Division 11 per 
cent., and the South-Eastern 15 per cent., while the Eucla Division obtained 43 per cent. Heavy 
rain in the middle of the month was chiefly responsible for the South Coast Division exceeding 
its normal by half, but the Central and Southern agricultural Divisions received only very light 
amounts from time to time, which failed to reach the normal by 50 per cent. and 30 per cent., 
respectively. 


Very heavy rain was experienced at Port Hedland and Marble Bar on the 2nd as a result of 
the willy-willy, the former station recording 1,113 points and the latter 830 points before the gauges 
were lost, but it was estimated that the respective falls were more in the vicinity of 15 inches and 
16 inches. Moderately heavy amounts were reported at this time from the inland De Grey and 
far inland Fortescue, but the rain cut off sharply south of Ethel Creek and did not reach Roe- 
bourne to the west. 


The Kimberleys received useful totals which were made up of light to moderate falls fairly 
evenly spaced, but the Gascoynes fared very badly. 


The Northern and North-Eastern agricultural districts also received negligible amounts and 
monthly totals were little better in the central wheat belt and in the north-eastern and eastern 
sub-tropics. 


In the lower south-west and south, however, falls were good, particularly between the 15th 
and 17th, when over two inches were received in the Pemberton-Mt. Barker-Albany area. 


Temperatures during the first half of the month were for the most part above normal, reaching 
a peak on Sunday, the 9th, when many stations in the western sub-tropics registered over 100 
degrees. The second half, however, was chiefly below normal, except in the West Gascoyne, 
where high temperatures were maintained throughout the period. The highest registration was 
105 degrees, which was reported from a number of West Gascoyne stations on several occasions, 
Hamelin Pool reporting this recording on three successive days, but outside this region the best 
was 105 degrees at several centres, including Northam, on the 9th and 10th. 


The predominating weather control during March was anti-cyclonic with tropical dips ex- 
tending well south at times. On the 14th the latter influences resulted in the southward move- 
ment of a closed depression which reached our south-west divisions on the 14th. During the 
following 24 hours this became associated with southern low pressure and rain extended over the 
greater part of our agricultural districts, but falls were mostly light, except in the far south-west. 
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The willy-willy which crossed the north-west coast to the north of Port Hedland on the night 
of the Ist-2nd caused very heavy rain and much damage over a wide area. At Port Hedland 
1,113 points were registered before the gauge was blown away and at Marble Bar 830 points were 
recorded before this gauge also was dislodged. Much damage was done at both towns, and damage 
to buildings, wells, fences, etc., was reported from stations within the De Grey Division, while 
the De Grey River was reported to have inundated the country over a stretch 30 miles wide at 
one section. Telegraphic communication was severed south of Marble Bar, but was restored 
almost immediately, but the telegraph line northward to Broome remained out of commission 
until the 21st of the month. 


Except in the far south-west of the State, where rains exceeding 2 inches were experienced 
on the 16th, the whole of the State south from the tropic is badly in need of rain. In the dairying 
country there is very little pasture, and both here and in the agricultural districts water for stock 
and, in a number of cases, for domestic purposes, is being carted, while reservoirs are approaching 
low levels. A benefit which will result, however, is connected with future water supplies, as dams 
are being cleaned, wells deepened, and new wells put down at many centres. 


At Perth 36 points of rain fell in six days, as compared with the March average of 81 points. 
The temperature reached 100-5 degrees on the 9th and fell to 50-6 degrees on the 24th, the latter 
reading being the lowest March minimum since 49-4 degrees was registered on the 21st March, 
1935. The mean maximum temperature was 80-1 degrees (1:4 degrees below normal), and the 
mean minimum temperature was 60-2 degrees (1:1 degrees below normal). The mean 9 a.m. 
barometer was 30-032 inches compared with the normal March pressure of 30-020 inches.
